MONTREAL - November 29, 2000 - Concordia University announced today that its 
business school, the Faculty of Commerce and Administration, will be renamed the John 
Molson School of Business in recognition of a generous $10 million contribution from 


Molson. 


The new name pays tribute to the company's founder, John Molson, and his 
descendants for their role in the economic and socio-cultural development of Montreal, 


Quebec and Canada. 


“John Molson’s legacy is a testament to the power of entrepreneurial spirit and a 
strong sense of community,” said Mohsen Anvari, Dean of the School. “Our new name - 
John Molson School of Business - symbolises those ideals along with our own strong 
traditions of academic and business excellence. Innovation, hard work and commitment 
to the community - these are the values that make great business leaders and great 


citizens and that we strive to foster at our School.” 


Eric H. Molson, Chairman of the Board of Molson, said the donation to the building 
fund of the John Molson School of Business is intended as an anchor contribution, and 
he challenged other businesses in Montreal to contribute to the success of the current 
funding drive. Construction on the new business school building is expected to begin as 


early as Spring 2001. 


“Concordia’s Faculty of Commerce and Administration has high academic 
standards and a track record of success - qualities that deserve to be recognised,” said 
Mr. Molson. “It is appropriate that John Molson’s name is on their door because 
Concordia’s business school is delivering top-notch management education for our new 


global economy.” 
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John Molson came to the New World in 1782 armed with a pioneering spirit and an 
unwavering determination to succeed. By 1786, he had established what is today North 
America’s oldest brewery. He later built Canada’s first commercial steamship, established 
the country's first passenger and cargo steamship service and one of the first railroads in 
the country. His entrepreneurial spirit led him naturally into real estate development and 
banking. John Molson also played a central role in the establishment of Montreal's first 
community-funded hospital and built its first permanent theatre, the Théatre Royale. 


“Our students, faculty and alumni will benefit immensely from our association with 
the John Molson name, which is recognised throughout most of the world," said Dr. 
Anvari. “This is a Canadian name that is synonymous with high standards, achievement 


and excellence. We will all wear the John Molson name with pride.” 


Located in the heart of downtown Montreal's dynamic business sector, the 
business school is known for its cosmopolitan urban attitude and strong, relevant 
programs. Students enjoy direct and open access to professors with exacting standards 
who prepare them to solve the problems and challenges of doing business in the new
